Dust Problem to be 
Remedied 

Following a number of meetings 
between West Coleman citizens 
and the town council and school 
board, it appears that action is to 
be taken by Coleman Collieries to 
eliminate the dust problem that 
has been aggravating the residents 
living in this area. 

The Collieries have brought in 
an engineer from Cominco in Trail, 
B. C., who, with engineers and of¬ 
ficials of Coleman Collieries, are 
discussing the construction of a 
dust trap to alleviate the residents’ 
complaints. 

This action by the Collieries has 
satisfied residents here to the ex¬ 
tent that they will wait for three 
weeks to give the Company time 
to correct the problem. 

School children were kept out of 
classes on Friday, June 7th, in 
protest to the dusty conditions 
encountered in the schools and to 
get action on the problem. 

Residents also planned to picket 
coal trucks that were travelling 
over roads in town and creating 
another dust condition, but action 
was taken by those concerned, to 
oil the roads.

Prairie Upsurge 

There is growing optimism on the prairie 
West. You can feel it in the air. Manitoba's 
COMEF Report indicates it; Saskatchewan is 
raring at the bit, counting on the completion 
of the dam to speed its industrialization; and 
oil-rich Alberta is reading the annual reports 
of gas and oil companies with understandable 
joy. 

This burgeoning of the West does not go 
unnoticed elsewhere. Last year the great Lev¬ 
er Brothers organization held its annual meet¬ 
ing in Winnipeg, and included a trip out to 
Altona in its survey of Western growth. 

The other day British industrialist, G. H. 
Sugden, head of a giant engineering com¬ 
plex, was here to study handling devices de¬ 
veloped by the Hart-Emerson Simon division 
of Simon Day Limited. He assured Manitoba 
officials the products would now be market¬ 
ed throughout the world. 

On June 19, in Winnipeg, the investment 
house of Nesbitt Thomson will hold an eco¬ 
nomic forum to which the general public in¬ 
terested in the economic future of the prair¬ 
ies will be invited. A panel of experts will an¬ 
swer questions of an economic nature for all 
comers. The company admittedly chose Win¬ 
nipeg for the forum to identify itself with the 
West, where it foresees tremendous growth 
of an industrial nature in the next decade. 

The other day a professor of an Eastern 
university, paraphrasing Horace Greeley, ad¬ 
vised students to "Go Western, young men". 
He said the attitude of Westerners was right, 
it was rambunctious and lively. This is the 
attitude that accounts for the boom that has 
now begun on the three prairie provinces. 

Do not think that anything as intangible as 
a mere attitude is to be sniffed at. F. R. Dan¬ 


iels, president of Dominion Textiles, told a 
group of manufacturers in Toronto on June 
3rd that what Canada needs most tpday is ah 
attitude favorable to industrialization. It is 
an attitude that the Japanese and some of the 
other re-built nations are getting ahead of us. 

Mr. Daniels must have been speaking of 
the East. Out here on the prairies - yes, even 
in socialist Saskatchewan - arms are wide- 
open for industry, and the people have a warm 
feeling towards it. They know that industries 
make jobs and improve the lot of us all. 

Any person with money to invest would be 
wise to invest it now in the West, where the 
population will welcome it and do everything 
possible to make it pay off for the investor.

The National Council of Women 

I have always been impressed by the 
work of the National Council of Women. 

When they undertake a task, they do it 
right. Their representations to the Cabinet, 
or to other authorities, are always eminently 
practical and sound. 

An example, which should be of interest 
to all women, was the brief they presented to 
the Royal Commission on Taxation. It can¬ 
not fail to impress the commissioners. I feel 
confident that as a result of the submission, 
the terrible practice of capitalizing widows' 
pensions and demanding full payment within 
six years will be discontinued. 

It is not Christian, it is palpably unjust. 
The case against it was made very effectively 
by the Council brief. 

The Council was founded by Lady Aber¬ 
deen, wife of the then Governor-General of 
Canada, in 1893, its object being "to unite a 
Dominion federation, for the betterment 
throughout Canada of conditions pertaining

Inspiration 

Under Canadian democracy there 
are three interlocking divisions of 
power; the legislature, the execu¬ 
tive and the judiciary. Each one 
plays its unique part - Parliament, 
the cabinet and the courts - but 
easjb acts as a balance on the 
others. No government which un¬ 
necessarily exceeds its powers will 
escape censure. From this there 
is no escape, even under the most 
dire extremity. 

If we are to avoid anarchy, we 
must live under the law. This is 
a rule which applies to govern¬ 
ments as well as to citizens. It 
restricts arbitrary authority. It re¬ 
quires that all acts of government 
must be authorized by laws ap¬ 
plied and interpreted by the courts. 
No one can lay a finger on any 
principle more vital to a people s 
happiness than this: justice and 
lack of arbitrariness. 

The administration of justice is 
a creditible phase of government 
in Canada. The judiciary has been 
incorruptible and free from politic¬ 
al interference or popular control. 
It’s function is to administer the 
laws made by the federal, provinc¬ 
ial and municipal governments in 
such a way as to make certain 
that every person receives just and 
honourable treatment. 

The law is a sturdy bulwark 
against abuse of power by the 
government. The dominant rule of 
the nineteenth century was eco 
nomic, but the threat of tyranny 
in this century is from the State. 
Wrong acts are done by govern¬ 
ments in some countries with the 
apology that though they know the 
acts to be wrong they will ulti¬ 
mately contribute to the public 


good. The argument that unjust 
means are justified by righteous 
ends, carried to its greatest elab¬ 
oration by Machiavelli, is an ac¬ 
cepted belief in many lands. 

Between the wars some people 
in democratic countries came to 
to think that dictatorships 1 were 
more effecient than democracies 
because Hitler revived the eco¬ 
nomy of Germany and Musolini 
made the Italian trains run on 
time. History shows how false the 
idea is. Uncontrolled power in the 
hands of man or a group of men.
